At 10 o’clock Parsons, Fischer and Spies 
asked for tgenty minutes each on the 
galiows in which to make speeches. The 
Sheriff did not immediately return any answer 


to the request. 
DISTRIBUTING TICKETS. 


Following close apon a telegraphic report 
from Springfleld that Gov. Oglesby had de- 
cided once for all, the deputies commenced, 
at 10:27 a. m., distributing tickets to reporters 
who were to watch the march to the gallows. 
The greatest bustle and excitement prevailed 
in the jail office, but Spies in his cell continued 
writing uninterruptediy and the others re- 
mained equally nonchalant notwithstanding 
the confusion that marked the beginning of 
theend. The reporters have just been ad- 
mitted into the cell-room to view the execu- 
tion at 10:84. 

Before 10 o' clock Dr. Gray went d the 
prisoners’ cells for the second time, \ éaring 
in his hands three wine glasses and a bottle of 
Jarvis brandy, with which to brace up the 
men. All of them partook ofthe stimulant, 

A MYSTERIOUS CONFERENCE. 

Adjt.-Gen. Vance of the State militia came 
into the jail at 10 o'clock and was immediately 
eloseted with the Sheriff. Opinion as to his 
appearance was divided, some thinking it re- 
lated to some new disposition to be made of 
the militia, while others believe he carried a 
supplemental message from Gov. Oglesby. 
About this time Police Inspector John Bon- 
field, who commanded the police at the Hay- 
market, entered the jail, looking grim as he 
did within half an hour after the famous bomb 
massacre. It was rumored at 10:15 that the

buzz of conversation that could be heard 
plainly in the cells. Nearly everybody in the 
room was smoking, and what wifh the fearful 
feeling of depression felt by the most hard- 
ened the place was nearly unendurablie. 
It was just 9:80 when information ticked from 
the Assuciated Press telegraph instrument a 
few feet distant from the celis that Capt. 
Black was at that moment again pleading with 
Gov. Oglesby at Springfield. The message

10:30 a. m.—The Governor bas just tele- 
graphed Sheriff Matson that he sees no neces- 
sity forany further communication with him 
on the subject of the executions, and con- 
cludes his telegram by telling him to proceed 


with his duty. 
THE PROCESSION WAITING. 


At 10:55 fully 260 newspaper men, local poli- 
tiolans and others, among them the twelve 
juarcrs who were to view the -bodies 
efter the execution, had passed through 
the dark under the gallows, and began 
seating themselves. The Dailiff said a few 
words to the journalists, begged them to make 
no rush when the drop fell, but to wait de- 
centiy and in order. Parsons was given a cup 
of coffee afew minutes before the march to 
the scaffold was begun. The rattling of chairs, 
tables and benches continued for several min- 
utes, but by 11:06 there began to fall a 
hush and conversation among the crowd 
sunk almost toa whisper. The bare, white- 
washed walis made a painful contrast with 
the dark brown gallows with ite four-noosed 
ropes dropping omniously near the floor. A 
gleam of sunshine shooting through the win- 
dow at this instant fell on a corner of the 
death machine and in aslight degree relieved 


its sombre hue.

Parsons’ struggles were slight, but continued 
at intervals for twelve minates.

Whenl 
left the jail at 12:25 there were scarcely two 
hundred persons gathered on Clark street, 

and these were quickly forced onward.

A THEATRIC ENDING. 


The Appearance of the Deomed Men on the 

1 Scaffold. 

CaICAGO, November 11.—It lacked just seven 
minutes and a halt of the hour of high 
noon when a single white-shrouded e, 
above which was a face of yellowish 
pallor, the face of August Spies passed the 
Oret post of the gallows. The gaping crowd, 
ten feet below, half rose involuntarily from 
their chairs at the first glimpse 
of the apparition, advancing across the scaf- 
fold. Spies looked calm and glanced 
down at the reporters with a trace of his 
old-time cynical smile. He walked firmly over 
thé drop, guided by the grasp of a deputy, 
to the further edge of the gallows. Follow- 
ing close came Fischer—close enough to touch 
Spies’ shroud had his hands not been 
pinioned under the white muslin. Fischer’s 
countenance had a peculiar glisten, totally 
mnlike the ashiness of Engel’s heavy features, 

/and in strange contrast with the dead lack of 
colorinthe pinched lineaments of Parsons. 
The once jaunty, vivacious Texan came last. 

A WITHERED OLD MAN. 

He had aged twenty years since the day and 
the hour scarce twelve months before, when 
he tripped lightly into the Court before Judge 
Gary. and flippantiy declared that he 
was ready to be tried at onoe for his life. The 
moment his feet touched the scaffold, Parsons 
seemed to completely lose his identity and 
to feel that his spirit was no longer 
part of his body. He had wrought himself to 
an ecstacy of solemn self-giorification. Only 
he—the one American—seemed to realize to 
the fullthathe mustdie in a manner to im- 
press, if possible,on all future generations the 
thought 

THAT HE WAS A MARTYR. 

No tragedian that has paced a stage in Amer- 
joa ever made a more marvelous presenta- 
tien of a self chosen part, perfect in 

very detail. The ‘upward turn of his 

58, distant, far-away look, and, above all, 

ittitude of apparent complete resignation, 

t every fold of the awkward sbroud only 

wrved to make more distinct, was by far the 

most striking feature of the entire gallows 
picture. 

The squat form of Engel alongside, with 
stupid, wide-jawed face, made a hideons con- 
trast to Parsons’ assumption of the 
halo of a martyr. Fischer was head and 
shoulders taller than the other three, making 
his only occasional looks of too evident bra 
vado more noticeable than might vther- 
wise be, at a sorry disadvantage, compared 
with the steady coolness of Spies. Tus latter’s 
exhibition of quiet, thorough nerve surpassed 
as a wonder the demeanor of any of his com- 
rades. 

The four burly deputies standing to the rear 
of the four condemned men began with 
out delay to adjust the ropes, Spies“ 
moose being the one first placed. 
He did not appear to regard it of any more 

omeequence than a new linen collar. The 
chot was supped down the cord close against 
his neck. Spies did not show a tremor, 
but when the same process was being carried 
out with Fischer he turned and quickly 
whispered to the bailifsome suggestion con- 
cerning the rope. j 

Fischer’s occasional ardor was quite no- 
tleeably lessened when he felt the hempen 
strand, and Engel bit his under-lip hard when 
2 turn came. Just then Dr. Murpby, a 
\ youag physician standing back 
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infamous revenge ciroular, hissed out between 
his tightly clenched teeth: There will 
come a time when our silence will be more 
powerful than the voices they are 
strangling to death. The last syllable of 
Spies’ concluding words, hoarse with sup- 
pressed passion, had not reached an end, when 
Bagel raising his voice wildly cried: 

Hurrah for Anarchy. 

Fischer caught the fire of the utterance and 
still more loudly exclaimed, ‘‘Hurrah for An- 
archy,’’ adding: ‘*This is the happiest moment 
of my lite!“ 

There was a silence ure the grave broken 
abruptiy by the slow-measured intona- 
tion of Parsons like a white- 
robed priest before the altar of sacrifice. 
Not a dying request, but rather like a com, 
mand or warning he sounded forth: 

„May I be allowed to speak?“ 

Then with a slow entreaty came: 
let me speak, #heriff gee There was 
another agonizing pause. M through the 
shroud broke out in unnatural boliow accents; 

Lot the voice of the people be heard. 

A crash ofa falling house thundered through 
the corridors. The slender ropes were taut. 
In tull view of the 200: men in front 
were the four white, writhing shrouds. 
The ropes could be ween slowly tightening 
about the necks that between the caps 
and shrould could de noticed biacken- 
ing and purpling. Nine mortal minutes 
passed. Then it was known to a certainty 
that not a neck had been broken. The four 
Haymarket murderers had been literally 
throttled and strangled by the law. 

ABSOLUTELY NO TROUBLE. 

It was wonderful to note how quickly the ex- 
citement which had filed the jail 
all morning calmed down. The two 
hundred prisoners confined in the 
place who had been in fever heat during the 
tragedic event of the day ‘regained their 
usual spirits. They cracked jokes from 
cell to cell. Asif they had had nothing 
to eat since breakfast they soon began to yell 
for soup, soup. The spectators who had 
witnessed the hanging walked rapidly out of 
the enclosure, and weary deputies went to 
dinner, the only ones left in the jafi office be- 
ing the press representatives. Curious police 
Officials walked into the Jail to learn how the 
execution had been proceeded with, and were 
in turn questioned as to how the citizens out- 
side had acted. 

There was absolutely no trouble, one and 
all replied.

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DIS POSING OF THE BODIES. 


The Terrible Grief Displayed by Spies’ 


Family—A Sad Mission. 


CHICAGO, November 11.—Letters were writ- 
ten this morning by order of the Sheriff to the 
relatives of the doomed men, notifying them 
that they could take possession of the 
bodies after the hanging, and make arrange- 
ments for the furnerals. The letters were de- 
livered in person by Deputy Johnson, who was 
visibly affected by his sad duty. 

Mrs. Spies,August’s mother, lives at 154 Bry- 
son street. When the deputy arrived he was 
at first denied admission because of the 
impression that he was a report 
er. He went around to the back 
door and there a most affecting scene 
met his gaze. Mrs. Spies sat at the table wail- 
ing as if her heart would break. The lamen- 
tations of the household could be heard across 
the street. The deputy handed the letter to 
Mrs. Spies’ sister and left. 

Mrs. Engel keeps a little toy and notion shop 
at No. 236 Milwaukee avenue. Papers were 
up in the windows, but the doorwas not 
locked. Entering the deputy confronted Mrs. 
Engel. She was calm, passioniess and pale. 
There was no excitement there, but an 
ominous calm pervaded everything. Last 
night a large crowd gathered around Engel’s 
place; but it was not demonstrative. This 
morning there was another mob, which stared 
at the windows for a while and then dispersed. 
Deputy Johnson fourd Fischer’s house 
locked, silent and deserted. This was in a 
German neighborhood, at No. 4 Dean street, 
where few English - speaking people 
could be found. The letter was left 
with a neighbor. Mrs. Parsons lives 
at 785 Milwaukee avenue, but she was 
not at home, being down at the scene of the 
excitement. Deputy Johnson says that the 
grief displayed by Spies’ family is something 
terrible to contemplate, but the relatives of 
the other men are not as visibly affected. 

RECEIVED BY A COMMITTEDR. 

Spies was removed in his coffin at 1:40 
o’clock. The remains were received 
by a committee of the Central Labor 
Union, composed of Messrs. Stauber, Lin- 
nemeyer, Schmedinger, Urban and Bethig. 
Before the committee left they went into the 
visitor's cage and shouted good byes 
to Schwab and Fielden, who will 
be removed to Jollet Penitentiary 
to-morrow. The members of the committee 
kissed their hands and raised their hats to 
their imprisoned comrades and sadly left. 

FISCHER'S REMAINS. 

Fischer’s remains were removed to his 
home at 1:35 p. m. o’clock. Many people dis- 
played autographs of the dead Fischer which 
he had written during the morning. It was 
estimated that he made fifty of them in all. 
They all read alike and were couched in the 
following words: 

Anarchy is Liberty. 

*‘‘ADOLPH FISCHER. 

Cook County Jail, November 11, 1887.’’ 

PARSON'S BODY. 

At 10:30 o’clock the coffin in which lay the 
body of Parsons was carried out of the jail and 
taken to the home of the widow.

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THE LAST DEATH WATCH, 


Sights and Scenes in the Jail and Around 
the Gallows. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPratcs. 

Cui, III., November 11.—The last death 
watch on the prisoners in the County Jail be- 
gan at 6:10 last night. Two guards sat in 
front of each cell looking directly into it all 
the time and never taking their eyes off the 
prisoners. Parsons seemed to be easier in 
mind than any ofthe others. He paced to and 
fro, smoking a cigaras calmlyas if ne had 
the opportunity of consuming 100 boxes. 
Ex-Sheriff Hanchett came into the jail about 9 
o’clock, and after looking through the 
cells, held a short conference with Sheriff 
Matson. The discussion was in regard to the 
details of the execution, but ite results were 
kept secret. By 10 o’clock last night every- 
thing had quivted down in jail. From the 
great cell-house nothing could be heard save 
the occasional cough of a man, the sound of a 
prisoner’s moan or groan in his sleep, and the 
rattling of the heavy keys in the lock, 
wielded by Chariey Gross, the strongest 
and ‘biggest deputy on Sheriff Matson’s 
force. The keys rattied often, too, and every 
time the harsh, grating noise went witha re 
sounding echo through the vast building, 
These frequent clangings of the heavily grated 
door leading to the cage were caused by the 
numerous changes made in the death- watches, 
and the requirements of deputies and carpen- 
ters employed upon the ghastly work of 

| COMPLETING THE GALLOWS. 

Seth Hanchett, the ex-Sheriff, supervised

visibly moved, though he tried very hard to 
appear calm and collected. 

„Win the relatives of the doomed men be 
admitted to say farewell before the execu- 
tion?’’ he was asked. 

„Oh,“ was che weary reply, ‘‘I think they 
said good-bye this evening. It would be to no 
purpose to repeat the sad scene unnecessar- 
fly.’’ 

Mrs, Parsons stood in the outer hall of the 
Criminal Oourt building, the very picture of 
disconsolation and despair. 

She did not attempt to gain admission fora 
look at her husband, and naturally she was 
not invited. After standing around for ten 
minutes between the police officers and the 
guards, she left, having spoken no word to any 
one. Her every move was watched with argus 
eyes by the vigilant officers, who knew the 
determined and desperate character of the 
woman. She was silently shadowed when she 
left the building, disappearing in the direc- 
tion of Clark street. 

In the outer jail. office there was a 
scene of restiess activity. A full score 
of newspaper men were squatting 
in every conceivable position on the chairs, 
the floor and even on the scales, reducing the 
observations of the doings of the doomed 
men to more or less graphic accounts. All 


the old time deputies Cleveland, Kilday, Hub- 7 


bard, Gleason, Morgan, Heildbrandt and 
others were on hand .and beguiled the time by 
relating incidents of former executions in 
Cook County. Occasionally a laugh would be 
ralsed at some ludicrous episode, butit quickly 
died away in the somber surroundings. 
AUGUST SPIES 
was the first one to retire. He threw himself 
upon his couch at 10:80, clad in the flannel 
shirt which he has worn of late and a pair of 
trousers. He turned his face to the 
wall so that his features could not 
be observed by the guards. Up 
till midnight be never moved, but the irregu- 
lar movements of his chest indicated that he 
did not sleep. What his thoughts may have 
been after that tearful parting from his aged 
and grief-stricken mother and his passionate, 
unwedded bride! Parsons, Engel and Fischer 
brought their chairs close to the grated doors 
of their cells and 
CHATTED WITH THEIR GUARDS. 

At midnight they hadn’t retired. What they said 
nobody but the men they talked to know, be- 
cause the ‘‘death line’’ for every one but 
officials was drawn at the door lead 
ing to the cage. An excep- 
tion was made in the case 
ofLieut.-Gov. Smith, who came in shortly 
before 11 o’clock. This d'‘gnitary was ac- 
companied by Gen. Fitzsimons, commander 
of the First Brigade; Lieut.-Col. Thos. Clarke, 
inspector of rifle practice; Lieut,-Col. 
Buchanan, Commissary; Lieut.-Col. Potter, 
Quartermaster, and Lieut. Lovejoy, Aide-de- 
Camp; the latter four of Gen. Fitzsimons’ staff. 

„Simply looking over the ground there is 
nothing else to say. was the General’s reply, 
given with military briefness and prompt- 
ness, when he was asked as to the 
purpgse of the night visit. The affable 
gentleman and brave old soldier 
was in citizens’ clothes like his retinue, put 
his short style of answers made it apparent to 
those who knew him that he 
meant business. Lieut. - Gov. Smith 
was equally non-communicative, and it 
was of course useless to ask th) officers 
ranking under the commander of the brigade. 
Incidentally it was learned that both regi- 
ments of Infantry, as well as Maj. Tobey’s 
battery, will be at their respective armories 
with daybreak, ready for action. Lieut. 
GOV. Smith has full power to act 
delegated to him by Gov. Oglesby for this 
occasion. 

During the night Engel was cheerful and 
contented, and at times even witty. When 
Sheriff Matson told him of the Governor’s 


decision 
HB MERELY SAID: 


did not expect more. I am satisfied, and 
I will go to the gallows as fearlessly as I have 
been in the habit of going to bed.’’ Later 
at night, when the death watch sat on 
the threshold of his cell, scarcely even re- 
moving his eyes from him, Engel be- 
came reminiscent, and some of the 
stories he told were not only 
interesting but decidedly sensational, 
About 10 o’clock Charles Peters, the deputy 
sheriff, sat down beside the death watch and 
the three conversed in German nearly two 
hours. Engel monopolized the most of the 
conversation with his stories of personal 
reminiscences. 

Once he said: Tou people think, perhaps, 
that Iam afraid to go to the gallows. Disabuse 
your mind of the idea at once, for it is not 
true. No man ever faced death more calmly 
than I do now. Iaman Anarchist. I believe 
in its every principle, and, as it 
ls opposed to the present order of things, what 
is more natural than the desires of the author- 
ities to choke me? They are satisfied with 
things as they exist—I am not. I want 
a change and 1 preach social rev- 
olution as the means of bringing 
it about. Social revolution means 
war with the constituted authorities, with the 
so-called law, which is powerfully equipped 
with police forces, with an army, in fact, and 
with weapons of war of the best and latest 
pattern. However, we, the people, are 
anxious to escape from the strong grip of 
capitalism that is slowly but surely strangling 
us, when it has such means of warfare. We 
cannot buy Gatling guns or cannons or Win- 
chesters, or the best class of revolvers. No, 


sir, 
DYNAMITE ALONE 


offers to us the means we are seeking. We 
found that dynamite bombs of ordinary pat- 
tern would do as much work as a hundred 
revolvers, when it became necessary to use 
them, while it cost comparatively nothing. 
Dynamite, therefore, became our weapon. 
It is the weapon of the  peo- 
ple now, and it will be in 
the future, The little bomb has taken the 
place of the massive artillery. Where the one 
is the other cannot be; dynamite and dynamite 
only can compete against the cluba of the po- 
lice when the latter are ranged 
against the people. Dynamite they 
will have to respect for it is 
aforce more powerful than they are. Can 
any man who has ever espoused a cause as 
glorious as ours wish to live when he can die 
for it? No, sir. It there are any such I am 
not one. 

Engel then fell into a train of reminiscences, 
and was not only entertaining but lively. He 
told how he had first joined the movement, 
what he had done for it, some 
of the adventures he had had with 
the police of this country and tbe 
military of the old country, and finally told 
stories about some of the meetings he had at- 
tended. He was careful, however, not to 
touch upon any part of

and implicate himself in the conspiracy that 
was formed for the destruction of the city. 
Once he referred to his family, his wife and 
his daughter and as he rattled on about them 
there was a touch of sadness in his voice. 

*‘WhenI think of them, he said, ‘‘I some- 
times falter in my resolution to meet fate 
bravely, but then I think, in fact, I know, 
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the cause and inorease its ranks, I can even 
think of my wife and family without a tear. 155 

During his entire conversation with the 
deputy sheriff Engel smoked a Cigar and was 
perfectly atease. Some of his stories made 
Peters and the death-wateh laugh immoder- 
ately, for they were interspersed with wit and 
humor that seemed strange, coming as it did 
from the life of a man who had less than 
twelve hours of 

LIVE LEFT TO HIM. 

‘‘Lingg wage very excitable, brave man. 
said Enget. ‘‘He belonged to a society. 
The society gave a ball to raise some 
money to experiment with—to peri- 
ment making some stuff to use 
you know, if it went too hard against the 
workingman, We did not think of using it 
just yet; oh, no, not yet. The bail was a suc- 
cess. At the next meeting of the society it 
was stated that they had the money. 
Some one asked. ‘Now, who will go 
ahead and make this stuff so we will be pre- 
pared. Lingg—he was enthusiastic and he 
jumped up and said, ‘I will,” So he took the 
money he needed to buy the stuff and 
study how to make it. But 
I am certain he did not throw the bomb that 
killed the policemen, for the time had not 
come yet. Ispeak the truth just now, for to- 
morrow the rope goes around this neck.’’ 

SPIES AND THE MINISTER. 

Spies was restless and could not sleep. He 
talked with bis guard and smoked all the 
time. About (o' clock Rev. Dr. H. W. Bolton 
called on Spies and offered him spiritual 
consolation. The condemned man turned an 
icy stare On the divine and said: ‘‘You can’t 
pray for me. Go pray for somebody else who 
needs it. I don’t need prayer. 

The minister entered a mild expostulation to 
his sentimént, but Spies was firm. Later he 
told Deptty Sheriff Haertke that his death 
would be a help to anaroby. 

**You remember, be said, that when the 
courts entered judgment in the cases they 
trembied. Now, tm all other cases, when a 
enters judgment the  prisovers, 
not the court, trembles. Perhaps 
the reversal of positions means 
something. Who knows? In five or six years 
from now the people of Chicago will regret 
what they have done, for they will realize the 
enormity of their crime.’’ 

Spies went to sleep at lo’clock. Parsons 
was in good humor and talkative all night. At 
2 0’clock be was sleeping soundly. 

FISCHER AND HIS FAMILY. 

Fischer Was the least talkative of the four 
condemned men, though he was as cheerful 
as any of them. For nearly three 
hours he sat on the edge of 
the cot in his cell puffing atacigar. He spoke 
rarely to Schaumberg, the Deputy Sheriff, who 
was sitting in his doorway. Once Schaumberg 
said to him: ‘‘Fischer, how can you be cheer- 
ful when you know your fate is such a short 
time removed?“ 

How can I die?’’ the Anarchist asked, and 
he looked full at his questioner. ‘‘I will tell 
vou, he said. 1 die willingly. In the first 
place, the only thing that makes me 
feel sorry for quitting the world is 
the thought that I will leave my 
wife and children behind me.’’ He talked 
about his pretty, sad-eyed little wife for nearly 
an hour iu the most affectionate strain. ‘‘She, 
however, will be well cared for,’’ he said at 
one stage of his conversation. ‘*The associa- 
tion, my comrades, will see that she and her 
children will never want.’’ 

About 10:30 o’ clock Fischer laid down, and 
five minutes later his breathing was so heavy 
and regular that the watchers were convinced 
that he was sound asleep. At2o’clock he was 
still sleeping, and so were all the others. 

MRS. PARSONS’ BREAKDOWN. 

Mrs. Parsons has broken down completely, 
and she sent a messenger yesterday to Oapt. 
Black's officetg tell the attorney that she was 
too ill to come down, and the messenger 
added a good deal to this. Among other 
things, he said that _ Parsons’ was a very 
sick woman. 

LINGG’S BODY. 

It was given out at about 1 o’clock that 
Lingg’s mangled remains would be removed 
from the jail at 2 o’oelock, but if Sheriff 
Matson contemplated such a step he 
abandoned it, for nothing was donein that 
direction. The body will probably be held at 
the jail until the bodies of the others are re- 
moved this afternoon. 

A FISHY STORY. 

About 2o0’clock this morning a heavy-set 
man with acane came to the rear doors on 
Michigan street and breathlessly de- 
manded admittance. When he got in 
he asked to see Sheriff Matson, 
but Detective Lowenstein took him 
in charge, and he told avery fishy yarn about 
a gang of men stationed on the Olark street 
bridge for the purpose of assassin- 
ating the Sheriff it he should bap- 
pen to pass. The officers did not 
know whether the fellow was telling a sensa- 
tional story merely to get into the jail, or 
whether he was telling the truth. Anyhow 
they turned him adrift without taking any 
action upon what he told.

MIDNIGHT IN THE JAIL. 


The Last Sleep On Earth for the Four 
Doomed Reds.

CHICAGO, November 11.—At midnight the 
POsSt-DISPATCH correspondent went to the 
jail. At12:30the telephone bell rang sharply 
andthe face of the man who listened to the 
small voice whitened as he received word that 
State’s-Attorney Grinnell had been reported 
shot. He hurriedly told the rest and instantly 
scouts were sent out to ascertain the truth. 
The office of the jail was rife with the ming- 
ling of many voices and the restiess hurrying 
toand fro of messengers and busy reporters. 
Deputy Snerifia lolled back in easy chairs 
and beguiled the long hours with «a 
cigar. Within the jail proper all was quiet. 
Engel was asleep on his cot, moving from time 
totime; Fisher lay on his back with his eyes 
closed ; Parsons lay with his head towards the 
door and chatted with the death watch; Spies 
lay in bed, his eyes staring straight upward, 
for sleep refused to visit his eyes; he had 
ceased from writing and was deep in a current 
of thought. Each man had two deputies with 
him in his cell. Who can picture the passing 
of the last night which divides a condemned 
man from the galiows? The outward calm 
signifies nothing. Mesh and blood are limited 
in their capacity for suffering, but the spirit

He counts 
the seconds, one, two, three, four, Ove, six, 
seven, eight, nine—how long it takes to check 
off ten and yet the ten have gone forever, for- 
@ver;and yet another ten, which the swift 
thought is passing. Tick tock, tick tock, tick 
tock, the low sound beats like a trip-bammer, 
like a knell, like the falling of clods upon a 
coffin. He stops his ears with his fingers, but 
cannot shut out the sound, fornow the heart 
trips tothe same horrid measure and is re- 
cording its own steps in the journey of death. 
DEATH, INBVITABLE D 
death as sure as the sun shall rise, and death 
in ignomny upon a gibbet; no escape, no hope, 
no mercy, no reprieve—nothing but to walt 
until the pleasure of the officers of the law, 
and then, in perfect health, in strength and 
soundness, best fitted to live and nod at all to 
die; to be bound hand and foot, robbed 
of the sight of earth forever; to feel 
the stifling black cap enviously cheast- 
ing the lungs of their tast gasp of God's free 


‘air; and then, the chief terror of such a death 


is the knowledge of the hour it must come. 
To him who is doomed by disease the 
end is uncertain. Elusive hope; the rain- 
bow of life, often spreads her gaudy 
promise upon the threshold of the 
grave. Then, when the end is surely at hand, 
the poor body is impoverished of ite desire to 
live, the lamp is low, the intelligence feeble, 
the power of the mind to appreciate the grim 
visitor approaching is lessened, and by easy 
stages dear, kind Nurse Nature leads the suf- 
ferer into uneonsciousness, and then the way 
is painless and easy. But to know the hour, 
and know it must come without fail; to know 
that no skill of a physician, no purchase of 
gold, no intercession of friends, no plea, ar- 
gument, or trick of counsel, no exercise of 
strength, no right of a citizen or power ofa 
government will step between, and yet to 
feel the lusty vigor of manhood in 
each strong limb and the tides 
of health coursing through the 
veins, every facuity in open rebellion against 
the menace of death, to spread the arms in all 
the pride of strength and know that in 80 
many hours and so many minutes, with noth- 
ing to Interfere, ie coming the summons 
which none may disobey. 
AND THEN THE PAST. 
How thick the memories throng to pay their 
last homage to their sovereign, the brain. 
Sweet and bitter, pain and pleasure, all that 
whisper of hope and ambition and love and 
bome; all that can matter of despair and ha- 
tred and suffering, come the crowding gray 
monks from their long-locked cells, messen 
gers of what has been to what is. Morituri 
salutamus—the life that has been spent 
arises from its grave and comes from 
the life yet lingering upon the _ thresh- 
old, and sadly shows all that she has 
garnered, allof sorrow and sin, or pain or 
passion. And then the crime! How flashed 
that livid face from the solid darkness, how 
stare those dying eyes from the wail, and now 
the very air is icy with terror at that shriek of 
agony which none but the condemned 
wretches’ ears may hear. Again and again 
the details of the transgression for which he 
must die are passed in review. From the first 
step to the final tragedy the grisly drama is 
enacted. Then the long trial,the whirl of 
Contending hope and fear, the heavy blow 
struck by the verdict, the dull, half compre- 
hension of what the sentence means, the long, 
delay, the revival of hope only to be dashed 
down again, the supreme appeal, the final de- 
cision and the awful certainty at last, with not 
day between it and the hour appointed. 

Now, what wonder that the tortured mind 
secks a pleasure in contemplating the agonies 
its own crimes have inflicted, and in brutal 
wantoness repeats them again and again? How 
the murderer in his own hell of torments loves 
to recollect that which made the flesh quiver 
and hearts ache and souls suffer, all that hope- 
lessness and despair have brought to himself. 
His fellow-man is now not a brother, a protec- 
tor and friends, but an executioner, and he 
hates him. What of these thoughts passed 
through the minds ofthe four condemned 
Reds“ only their God might know. Their 
demeanor was that of most criminals, cool, 
indifferent or sullenly resigned. Ihave seen 
many criminals on their last night of life, and 
in but one, Mrs. Druse, have I seen much 
nervousness or apprehension, and much of 
that in her case was due, I think, to the mis- 
taken kindness of adeputy, who gave her re- 
newed hope that 

THE GOVERNOR WOULD PARDON. 

The mind dwelling long. on one subject be- 
comes dulled to it, like the often-struck key 
of a plano which finally becomes mute. Two 
death watches were guaiding each man. The 
cell doors were open, and one of the watch 
was within, while the other paced his vigil 
without. Nota motion, not asound eluded 
these keen-eyed sentinels appointed to see 
that the gallows is not cheated of its due. 
Fischer and Engel slept most of the time. 
Spies wrote awhile, threw himself on his bed 
face downward, then he began chat 
ting with his guard. He discussed calmly 
enough the Haymarket tragedy, and said the 
authorities and police were alone to blame. 
He spoke of the visit made him bythe Rev. 
Mr. Bolton, and laughed as he recalled his ad- 
vice to the reverend gentleman to go home 
and not bother himself with prayers in so use- 
less a cause. Parsons was restiess too, but out - 
wardly calm. He sang Annie Laurie twice 
to his guard in a voice scarcely above a 
whisper. He said he was willing to be im- 
molated in the cause 

AND HAD NOTHING TO REGRET. 

Spies tried to sleep at 1:30 but at 3 o’clook he 
got up again and lighted a cigar which he 
puffed in moody silence. Then he went back 
to bed and closed his eyes, but it was evident 
he did not sleep. Parsons slept a little, but at 
40’clock he stirred uneasily and then rubbed 
his eyes, started wonderingly at his death 
watch as though he had forgotten, recollected 
himself with a start, and composed himseif 
again. These details are trifing but of in- 
terest to the psychologist, who is thus enabied 
to see the state, physical and mental, of the 
condemned. 

Certainly a nervous man would have much 
excuse for wakefulamas in the hum of con- 
versation and the bustie in the jailer’s office, 
not thirty feet away, where deputies and re- 
porters, messengers and police were chatting 
and working lice a hive of bees, coming and 
going. At 4:50 a deputy who was watebing for 
such triſles to tell me called my attention to 
Engel’s mutterings in his sleep. The few 
words which could caught .were those of 
endearment, as though his dreams were of 


Jones happy and long-ago days de- 


fore these troubles came. Engel 
declared last night that de was 
not at the Haymarket and knew nothing 
ot the bomb’s deadly work until the follo 
day. This does not lessen Engel’s guilt, 
ever, even if true. He was foreman of the 
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feet of the Anarchists. 
them made a tour of the lower corridor where 
Spies, Parsons, Fischer and Engel were con- 
fined. In each cell were two stalwart guards 
who stood watch over the Anarchists. The 
former chatted in low tones and whis- 
pered jokes among themselves to while away 
the time, but the talk and whispered jokes 
were ull lost on the prisoners. Each one was 
in the heaviest of slumbers. Spies lay on one 
side, his head on his arm, and slept as peace- 
fully asa babe. Fischer had turned over on 
his back, and the consequence was that he 
frequently let out a snore that echoed in a 
startling manner through the silent cor- 
ridors of the buliding. Engel lay 
motionless as did Parsons, except that at 
times the latter started uneasily as if dreams 
were coursing throught his mind. Then at in- 
tervals the slience was broken by the stealthy 
walk of an armed guard, who made the rounds 
of the lower corridor 
TO SBE THAT ALL WAS WELL. 

The only other disturbing element was the 
mewing of the jail cat, who kept up the noise 
so persistently that at last a deputy bore down 
on, captured and removed her to the base- 
ment, where her cries could not be heard. All 
the common prisoners, to the number of 
about two hundred, were left in their

THE DOOMED MEN AWAKE. 

Between 8 and (o' clock the rumble of wheels 
outside penetrated tne thick walls and a 
wagon drove up and unloaded four coffins, 
one for Spies, one for Engel, one for 
Fischer and one for Parsons. At 8:80 all were 
asleep, Fielden and Schwab in their cells in 
the second tier, having retired before mid- 
night. In the first flush of relief to them, im- 
prisonment for life was a very small matter, 
and they could sleep in safety. About4 o’clock 
Fischer woke and after refreshing himself 
with adraught of waterrelapsed into slum- 
ite THEIR COFFINS ARRIVE. 

Coffins in which to deposit the bodies of the 
condemned men after the execution, were 
brought from the County Hospital 
at 8:15 a. m., and carried into 
the jail through the alley. Sheriff Matson said 
atmidnight that he had received a notice 
from Attorney Salomon to the effect that to 
carry the order forthe execution into effect 
would be illegal, and that he would be held to 
account. He had not had any opportunity to 
obtain any advice on the subject, but would 
confer with Mr. Grinnell early this morning. 


At 5:10 a messenger brought two telegrams, 
one for Spies and one for Parsons. Sheriff 
Matson received and kept them until their 
owners should awaken. Fischer was now 
awake and smokingacigar. The others were 
asleep. A deputy now led me into the bath- 
room. There on the pallet were the blankets 
and pillows saturated by Lingg’s blood, and in 
a cheap wooden coffin, packed with ice, lay 

THE DEAD MALEFACTOR HIMSELF. 
The body was naked. It was symmetrical 
and had the lines of great strength. The work 
of the explosive was horribly shown in that 
upturned mass of raw flesh, with nothing 
human in it but two widely staring eyes. The 
body will lie there until claimed for the grave 
with the others to-day. Next, the deputy led 
me through a labyrinth of narrow passages 
occluded by wrought-iron doors, to the main 
hall of the prison, at the end of which stood 
the instrument of death. Its construction is 
simple; ite frame gaunt and stiff; its color a 
dark red brown as of long dried 
blood. Two narrow trusses, seven 
feet high, are its support. They 
bear up a platform 10 feet long by 9 wide, the 
outet half of which swings down on hinges. 
This half is to be supported by a rope. Be- 
hind is a wooden screen painted like the rest, 
and behind this is to be concealed the hang- 
man. When the signal is given he will cut the 
rope and the trap will tall with its freight.

WRITING THEIR LAST LETTERS. 

Writing materials were furnished to Parsons 
and Fischer who immediately set about pre- 
paring statements. Engel made no request for 
pen or paper, but sat stolidly on his bed look- 
ing at theopposite wall of his cell. The clergy- 
man passed around into the north corridor 
and from the gallery overlooking the scaffold, 
took a view of that grim structure. Then he 
returned and paced nervously backward and 
forward in front ot the cells containing the 
fated four Anarchists.

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FIELDEN’S FAMILY. 


The Wife’s Dispair—Utter Destitution for the 
Woman and Her Children. 
By Telegraph to the PostT-DIsPaTcnu. 

Om10aco, November 11,—The Post-DIsPaToH 
reporter found Mrs. Fielden this morning ina 
rickety frame building on the West Side, 
where she has been living in obscure pov- 
erty since her husband was arrested. 
She looked pale and baggard.. Sickness and 
despair have made so deep an impression on 
Mrs. Fielden for even the commutation of her 
busband’s sentence to drive away the 
gloom of her position. She had heard of the 
decision but could hardly trust herself to 
speak of it, and of her feelings in answer to 


they receive orders from their superior 
officers. The objects of the orders are these: 
The men will be deployed in open order so 
that if they are attacked, especially with 
bombs, the execution will not be so great, 
while at the same time the police will 
be able to return the fire with 
greater effect and less danger to them- 
selyes, and in ese of attack they 
will not break, but hold their positions until 
reinforced or called back. A police officer 
said, in speaking of the arrangements, that 
the chief desire in case of an attack was to 
keep the police from being thrown into con- 
fusion. If this should be prevented they need 
not fear any mob. The entire force 
will be held in the position described 
until as late in the day as may be thought 
wise. The members of the Police Department 
not on duty atthe jail will be held in reserve 
at the various stations in readiness to pass at 
any point at a moment’s notice, except a very 
few who will be out on post. The detectives 
will be stationed outeide the police lines and 
will mingle with the crowd. Lieut. Steele will 
be there to look after his men.

WILL RUE THE DAY. 


The Amnesty Association Fearful of Trouble 
and Bloodshed To- Day. 


OCurcaco, Hi., November 1ll.—The excite- 
ment was intense about the office of the Am- 
nesty Association yesterday.

How the News Was Keceived at Chicago— 
Militia Ready for a Riot.

Cur1caGco, II., November 10.—There was a 
big crowd inthe Sheriff’s office all day long, 
but there was no excitement until 
after 5 o’clock, when Local Manager Fel- 
ton of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, hurried in and demanded an im- 
mediate audience with Sheriff Matson. He 
was pale and very much agitated, and in his 
right hand was a telegram. 

Have you news from Sprinefield?’’ was 
the inguiry of a dozen persons almost in one 
voice.

Each company 
is divided Into squads, and the address and 
telephone numbers ofthe members are known. 
Each corporal has aday and a night squad 
whose business location by day or residence 
by night is in his immediate locality. If the 
Company is needed for duty, the Colonel noti- 
des the commanders, who in turn notify the 
Corporals and they assemble the men. One 
company of the Hibernian Rifles has been or- 
dered to report this morning, and the Captain 
spent the night at headquarters. The follow- 
ing telegram was received yesterday afternoon 
from Washington:

What Gov, Oglesby Has to Say Regarding 
His Decision. 
SPRINGEIELD, III., November 11.—There was

Engel and 
Pischer are soundly so, as their stertorious 
breathing attests. Parsons stirs nervously 
from time to time, and Spies is 80 
still that it is evident he is but doz- 
ing. The court building adjoining is 
barricaded, and two officers with loaded mus- 
kets guard the iron door and challenge all 
comers. There are two companies of police 
on guard in and about the building, all armed 
with musket and revolver, and all ready to 
use them if the emergency arises. Just as 
soon as the city stirs, relnforcements will ar- 
rive on the ground, and still larger forces will 
be ready to concentrate upon the signal at 
such point where danger may threaten. Any 
attempt at rescue would bea bloody one, but 
it is extremely improbable any such attempt 
will be made. The greatest danger will come, 
if the authorities allow the proposed pub- 
lie funeral of these martyrs on Sunday.

The announcement was received by the 
crowd without comment. It did not cause the 
least bit of excitement, but rather seemed to 
appall them.

The Sheriff took this step 
because he thought there was still hope for 
the condemned men, and until, the Governor 
notified biin to the contrary, he did not wish 
to satisfy the demands of the crowds of mor- 
bid curiosity-seekers that were pressing him 
on every hand for tickets. The Sheriff declined 
to give the newspapers acopy of theGovernor’s 
message becaase he said there were some- 
things in it that were intended for himself 
only. The dispatch was sent by the Governor 
personally because he wanted to notify the 
Sheriff of his decision in advance of the public 
so he could perfect any precautionary 
measures he contemplated taking. The por- 
tion of it the Sheriff considered his personal 
property related to the militia. ThoGovernor 
wanted to know if he could aid the police in 


a family circle last night in the Executive 
Mansion, and the Governor was the center of 
it. The faces of the inmates of the house were 
more cheerful than they have been and the 
great tension upon the heart and mind of the 
Governor now showed itself relaxed. Shortly 
after the decision was- given to the press a ro- 
porter cailed at the mansion and was reveived 
by the Governor.

Fire-Bugs’ Work for Twenty-Eight Hours in 
St. Louis. 


There were twenty-six alarms of fire sounded 
in St. Louis between 8 o’ clock yesterday morn. 
ing and noon to-day. These alarms were for 
teventy fires. The average number of fires in 
the city per month is between fifty and sixty. 
In eleven days of November there 
have been sixty-one fires. Of the twenty fires 
on November 10 and 11 fourteen were in- 
cendiary, five the cause was unknown, 
one was spontaneous combustion. Of 
the sixty-one fires during November 
twenty-four were incendiary, the causes 
of thirteen were unknown, nine originated 
from defective flues, two from spontaneous 
combustion, one caught from mill dust, two 
gasoline lamps exploded, two coal-oil lamps 
ignited fires, two defective fireplaces set 
buildings on fire, three bins of hot 
ashes set sheds afire, hot solder 
ignited pots of Japan and one fire 
originated from an unexplained explos- 
ion. The losses ofthese fires were in no in- 
stance large, many of the damaged houses 
being so slightly burned that their owners 
never informed the insurance people of the 
need of adjusting the loss.

History of the Events That Cul- 
minated To-Day. 


The Haymarket Massacre and 
What Led to It. 


The Story From the Beginning of the An- 
archistic Plot—The Mysterious I. A. A.— 
Agitation and Organizatien—The Parts 
That Were Played by the Principals— 
Advocating Murderand Making Bombs 
to Carry Out the Conspiracy—The Trial 
of the Leaders—Incidents Following 
Their Conviction—A Bloody Drama with 
Murder and Destruction as Its Themes. 


A more striking procession of civic events 
may never again be witnessed than the one 
having its latest outcome to-day. 

The supposed absurdly theatrical demon- 
strations with red banners and black that took 

place in the streets of 
Chicago not two win- 
tefs ago, followed soon 
afterward by the pict- 
uresque, yet omjnous, 
Sunday gatherings of 
tatterdemalions, for- 
eigners and dema- 
gogues on the broad 
common at the lake 
front are now recallea 
asthe quick forerun- 
ners of secret cellar- 

Judge Jos. E. Gary. drillings by hundreds 
of ignorant, fanatical riflemen in the purlieus 
throughout the city. Then came the cool, 
deliberate dynamite experiments by carefully- 
selected masked representatives in the woods 
skirting the suburbs. Later on, secluded in 
the quiet of down-town back rooms, 

DARK CONCLAVES 
of wild-idead but brainy, unscrupulous lead- 
ers eagerly discussed as their long-coveted 
opportunity the just-beginning development 
of the workingman’s concerted movement for 
a uniform eight-hour day. 

How the gigantic, peaceful strikes were 
turned intoriots, howthe entire world was 
startled by the blood-chilling bomb massacre 
in the haymarket, then the majestic State 
trial, the amazing bravado of the one Amer- 
ican defendant, the horribly grotesque mar- 
riage of another one of the prisoners—every 
detail of these strange occurrences and tbe 
extraordinary train succeeding, now presents 
iteelf againas if the whole had passed but 
yesterday. 

The key-note of it ali is found in the plat- 
form of 

THE MYSTERIOU§ 1. A. A. 
Internationai Arbeiter (Workingmen‘s) Asso- 
clation—of which organization August Spies 
and his seven co-defendants were leading 
members and uphoiders. In the International! 
platform itis urged that the present system 
under which property is owned by individuals 
should be destroyed, and that all capital which 
has been produced by labor should be trans- 
formed int common property by force.“ 
Eighty ‘‘groups’’ of this dangerous associa- 
tion existed in the United States, chiefly at the 
great industrial centers, Chicago alone being 

Only a 
portion of the members were armed, yet the 
number of this class in Chicago exceeded 
three thousand, every man of whom attended 
regularly military drills, had his own rifle and 
revolver, and could obtain 

DYNAMITE AND BOMBS 

forthe asking. The unarmed members of the 
groups were constantly in contact with their 
armed brethren and in hearty with 
their purposes and their principles. It was 
this compact, well-disciplined I. A. A. that 
had for its organs three now noted news- 
papers—the Arbeiter Zeitung, the Alarm and 
the Anarchist. Excepting handsome, youth- 
ful Louls Lingg, who, though taking a con- 
s picuous part, was a mere acting agent, each 
of 


THE EIGHT HAYMARKET DEFENDANTS 
was directly connected with one of these 
papers. 

August Spies, a keen, cynical Hessian, with 
the subtle intellectual vigor of an Iago, was 
editor-in-chief of the — 
Arbelter, The jaunty, x 
dare-devil little Texan, 
Albert R. Parsons, 
brother of a Confederate 
General, presided over 
the Alarm. At the head 
ofthe Anarchist George 
Engel, another Hessian, %%, 
but of a coarse, brutal YY, 
type, out-Heroded the Whe», 
most blood-thirsty utter. 
ances of his compeers. 
While Sam Fielden, the 
Englishman,sullen look- — 2 
ing, shaggy and forbid- 1 
ding, but as an agitator Julius 8. Grinnell. 
siinply volcanic, and Oscar Neebe, the pol- 
ished, attractive German-American organizer, 
were more especially concerned in other than 
journalistic branches of the propaganda, they 
were, nevertheless, among the directors re- 
sp*ctively of the Alarm and the Arbeiter Zel- 
tung. The gaunt Bavarian, Michael Schwab, 
was Spies’ assistant editor, and his fellow- 
countryman, Adolpb Fischer, he of the pois- 
oned dagger, was the Arbeiter’s head foreman. 

Not one of these men—however they might 
split hairs, could candidly deny that he was 
instrumental to a greater or less degree in 
helping on the catastrophe at the Haymarket. 
Of the legal guilt of each nothing need be said 
further than that its certainty was put to tests 
seldom if ever paralleled. 

During the long months preceding the bomb- 
throwing the defendants one and all were in- 
cessantly active in 

AGITATING AND ORGANIZING 

in *‘‘demonstrations’’ and experiments.“ 
Their speeches and articles tairly bristled 
with impassioned appeals for the laboring 
people to provide themselves with firearms 
and dynumite. Specific instructions were 
owtohandis and use the explosive, 
and how to make bombs and how to pro- 
cure weapons. All this was stated by 
the conspirators to be making ready 
for the coming ‘‘social revolution.“ What 
was meant by ‘‘social revolution’’ was not 
left to be vaguely inferred, nor was the time 
when it was to be inaugurated a dim uncer- 
tainty of the future. The ‘‘revolution’’ was 
frequently defined in speech and writing as a 
sudden, bloody, forcible upheaval of the right 
of private ownership of property, then the 
bringing about of a state of society in which 
all property should be held in common. 

Incredible as it may seem, the avowed pur- 
pose was 

TO DELUGE THE CITY IN BLOOD 

of the property-owning classes, first destroy- 
ing the poiice and militia, who were derided 
as their special champions. The period of 
confusion developing from the mammoth 
strikes of the Ist of May, 1886, Was definitely 
announced mon before asthe time when 
the fearful bolt should fall. Pitiless as was 
this programme and difficult as a belief is that 
it ever was conteniplated by men, the facts as 
stated were ebundantly proven in court. 

The diabolism was fully shared in by women.

The city authorities affected for some reason 
— ignore all ebullitions of the mob. As a re-

OFFICIAL INDIFFERENCE, 
when the time came at last for the eight-hour 
labor disturbances and the simultaneous in- 
auguration of the secretly cherished ‘‘revolu- 
tion,“ the Anarchists were a wer indeed, 
and the police were ignorant of danger. It is 
true that the Chicago papers contained timely 
intimations of the pects. but owing to the 
ullar attitude of the high municipal author- 
ties, the articles were treated as rank sensa- 
tionalism. 

Just one day before the time set for the 
strikes Louis Lingg. the bomb-maker, slipped 
into his lodgings a heavy, suspicious-lookin 
box, three feet in length. The box containe 
a large invoice of dynamite. Its delivery at 
Lingg’s lodgings was the first immediate 
preparation for 

THE BLOODY RESULT 
of five days later. For many weeks previous 
Lingg had been purchasing and experimenting 
with dynamite as the paid agent of one of the 
seven International ‘‘groups,’’ but subse- 
quent events showed beyond any reasonable 
doubt that this particular explosive made the 
bomb that was heard round. the world. The 
bomb, with fifty others manufactured by 
Lingg under the auspices of the International 
Association, which furnished the money, and 
of which the celebrated defendants were not 
members simply but leaders. 

Next day. May 1, the eight-hour strikes be- 
— in earnest, and by nightfall, when the 

rst intelligent estimates were obtainable, 
80,000 mel walked the streets idle. Promptly 
in the morning, Sunday, when the ¢hurches 
throughout the citv were resounding with 
swelling hosannas, the stuffy little Bohemian 
Hall on Emma street was crowded with mem- 
bers of 

THE LEHR AND WEHR VEREIN, 

an inner circle of the omnipresent Inter- 
national. Detailed plans for the neur-at- 
hand conflict with the police were submitted 
by Editor Engel and listened to by Spies’ 
lieutenant, Fischer. These plans were the 
ones followed almost to the letter at the Hay 
market, but the decision to do so was not 
reached at this meeting. Instead it was de- 
termined totake action atanother gathering 
of the Lehr and Wehr in a larger hall and 
more central location, to be assembied within 
twenty-four hours. This was to be in Greif’s 
Hall, Monday night, May 8. 

The Arbeiter Zeitung, of which Spies ‘and 
Schwab were the editors and managers, called 
mS the armed men who were to engage 
n s 

SPECIFIC COMPACT TO MURDER. 

The Sunday evening edition, published a few 
hours afterthe Bohemian Hal meeting, con- 
tained this cabalistic legend: ‘*Y—Komme 
Montag Abend. (Y—Come Monday night). 
This was the summons to the armed sections 
to meet, as they did, Monday night at Greif’s. 
The call was published again - ge | after- 
noon, indicating the importance of the mat- 
ters to come before the meeting. The Sunday 
issue of the Arbeiter hada significant article 
urging ‘‘quick and immediate @ction,’’ add- 
lug: y Monday or Tuesday the conflict must 
have reached its highest intensity, else ‘success will 
then be doubtful. Almost before the ink on 
this could dry, Spies wag atthe Sunday after- 
noon meeting of the Central Labor Union ur- 
ranging to have himself dispatched to Mc 
Cormick’s factory the following day to ad: 
dress the thousands of strikers out along the 
old Black Roud. 

From thet p of afreight-car, on the prairie 
near McOormick's, next afternoon—Monday— 
Spies belched into the ears of 12,000 excited 
strikers, mostly foreigners, the hottest har- 
angue ever uttered by bim in public. He 
spoke in the German language, of which he is 
more master even than of English. The effect 
of his words was like magic. 

ON TO M’CORMICK’S!’’ 


was the cry. The maddened horde, urged 
forward by les, Lingg and other daring 
Anarchists présent rushed at the great factory 
likeso many wild beasts. They had caught 
up bowlders and clubs on the * 4 and in an 
instant the thousand windows of the factory 
were being shivered dn countless fragments. 
Then it was that patrol-wagons loaded with 
police, the horses covered with foam, dashed 
through the crowd from behind. It is ad- 
mitted by Spies that he ordered the mob, 
many of whom were flourishing revolvers to 
resist the attempt of the police to quelli the 
riot. Of course the victors were the police, 
but that to Spies, according to his own ac- 
counts, was not of main coucern. The blood 
of working men had been drawn, and when 
he satisfied himself that such a result was pro- 
duced the Anarchist leader coolly withdrew, 
though the battle was at its height. 

Taking a street car direct to the Arbeiter 
Zeitung office, Spies, after a hurried consulta- 
tion with Schwab, Neebe and others, decided 
to call the Haymarket mass-meeting, and then 
wrote 

THE INFAMOUS _.‘‘REVENGE CIRCULAR.’’ 

Twenty-five hundred copies were issued as 
ulckly as printers could work, and every- 
thine was now ripe for the murder-compact 
meeting that night in Greif’s basement, the 
same that had been called by the Arbeiter 
Zeitung that day and the day before. In this 
connection the exact wording of the circulur, 
especially the latter portion, foreshadowin 
the slaughter of the morrow, the fatal 4th o 
May, posseses peculiar interest. Spies wrote: 

**REVENGE! REVENGE! 


**‘WOREMEN, TO ARMS! 


Men of labor, this afternoon the blood- 
hounds of your oppressors murdered six of 
your brothers at McCormick’s. Why did they 
murder them? Because they dared to be dis- 
satisfied with the lot which your oppressors 
have assigned to them. They demanded bread 
and they gave them lead for an answer, mind- 
ful of the fact that thus people are most effec- 
tively silenced. You have for many, many 
years endured every humiliation without pro- 
test; have drudged trom early in the morning 
till late at night; have suffered all sorts of pri- 
vations, have even sacrificed your children. 
You have done everything to fill 
the coffers of your masters—everything 
for them; and nov. when you 
approach them and implore them to make 
your burden a little lighter, as a reward for 
your sacrifices they send their bloodbounds— 
the police—at you in order to cure you, with 
bullets, of your dissatisfaction. Slaves, we 
ask and conjure you, by all that is sacred and 
dear to you, avenge the atrocious murder 
which has been committed on your brothers 
to-day, and which will likely be committed 
upon you to-morrow. Laboring men, Her- 
cules, you have arrived at the crossway. 
Which way will you decide? For slavery and 
hunger or for freedom and bread? If you de- 
cide for the latter, then do not delay a mo- 
ment; then, people, to arms! This must be 

our motto. Think of the heroes whose blood 

as fertilized the road to progress, liberty and 
humanity, and to strive and become worthy 
of them. Your BROTHERs.’’ 

Neebe and other notables of the I. A. A. 
took horses and in person scattered the cir- 
cular broadcast, not falling to leave copies 
with the rank and file of the International 
armed sections’’ gathering in Greif’s Hall, 
54 West Lake street. That the circular gave the 
impulse to the action of the armed sections at 
this Monday night meeting and inspired the 
adoption of 

THE PLAN OF BOMB-THROWING 
agreed upon, is apparent from the fact that Its 
eontents were first fully discussed. Then the 
compiete detailed plan of the particular 
method of inaugurating tne wholesale murder 
for which they originally organized was form- 
ally considered and adopted, the time for the 
slaughter being left for the Arbeiter Zvitung to 
Gesignate by publishing the signal word 
**ruhe’’ (peace). This latter feature was the 
work of Adolph Fischer, who had come to the 
meetin atraight from the Arbeiter Zeitung, 
where he had been assisting Spies and Schwab. 
That Fischer was carrying out the plans of his 
superiors appears more clearly from the cir- 
sumstances that it was he who 
MANEUVERED THE ‘‘ARMED 6ECTIONS’’

penned by Spies’ own hand, stared out of the 
Arbeiter Zeitung. After the papers were off 
and their editors had swallowed a hastv sup- 

er, itis known that Spies, Parsons, Schwab, 
Heiden. Fischer, and other ruling spirits, 
mostiy member of the self-same ‘‘armed sec- 
tions“ that heldthe Greif’s Hall conclave, 
went into close sedsion atthe International 
headquarters in the Arbeiter Zeitung bulidjng, 
where —— by messenger and telephone 
wers received as thé moments sped. 

Lings’s crew of bomb- makers were still as- 
siduously at work, For some reason he him- 
self was unable to remain with them all the 
time, and the evening found him cursing their 
slow provress. It was some time after 7:80 p. 
m.—the hour mentioned for the Haymarket 
meeting to begin—when Lingg put into a little 
trunk what mbs were ready—some fifty or 
sixty—and started with his burden for the ap- 
pointed rendezvous, an Anarchist’s saloon 
near by, known as Neff’s Hall, 58 Clybourn 
avenue. He was met on the way by a mes- 
senger who had come to hurry him along. The 
trunk was left open in a passage-way of the 
saloon, and without more ado men began 
dropping in quietly, alone or in couples, 

POCKETING A BOMB OR TWO 


each, and vanishing into the darkness. This 
celerity may have somewhat mollified Lingg, 
but his delay was not the only stumbling- block 
of the reds. 

Twenty-five thousand people, the Anarchist 
leaders estimated, would be gathered together 
in the Hxeymarket, This was not an extrava- 
gant expectation, when 12,000 had been 80 
easily inassed near McCormick's. But fear of 
further rioting kept pretty much everybody 
at home except about two thousand: men, 
nearly all of them unmistakably An- 
archists. Undoubtedly the smaliness of 
the crowd made the Anarchist leaders 
pause. The social revolution“ backed by a 
mob of workmen 2%,00v strong had changed to 
a prospective fight between Anarchists alone 
on one side and the police in torce on the 
other. It was evident to the most casual 
spectator in the Haymarket that a hitch ex- 
isted somewhere, and apparently the meet- 
ing’s managers were all completely at sea. 

The great dim-lighted square was a decidedly 
uncanny scene, with its scattered groups of 
hae egret trampish - leoking occupants 
ining the sidewalks and pouring in and out of 
the rickety surrounding saloons. The Arbeiter 
Zeitung conference of Raters had been a Pros, 
longed one, and when at last Spies, Parsons, 
Fielden and the rest reached the Hasmarket 
square they seemed 

BENT ON A WAITING GAME. 


It will probably never be known whether the 
evident hesitancy was caused by the delay of 
Lingg’s confederates, a proposed abandon- 
ment of the outbreak, or the hope that the 
police would attack and attempt to disperse 
the dangerous-looking crowd before the speak- 
ing shouid begin, thus reileving the leaders 
from appearing to Incite riot. 

Finally, an bor and a balt late, Spies, 
Parsons and Fielden addressed the crowd, in 
the order named using a wagon for their 
rostrum. The n two, in comparison with 
their usual hara o, were tame as a pair of 
doves. Gradually crowd thinned out. No 
poe interfered, and the chance the ‘‘reds’’ 

ad waited months for was nearly gone. The 
meeting would be a laughing-stock to the 
public, the leaders would be discredited by 
even their own ilk, and 

THE RUME-SIGRAL 


would mean not the ‘‘social revolution”’ be- 
— pee the International Association col- 
apsed. 

Fielden was worthy the occasion. He had 
been in the background on the wagon with 
Schnaubelt, the bomb-thrower, Spies and 
other directing minds, who saw plainiy that 
something must be done, and quickly. 
Therefore, when his turn came Fielden 
stepped 
all

the bomb was thrown, the first in free 
America. 
A sputtering spark in the air, on the ground 
a blinding burst—that was all. Blackness was 
everywhere. The pygmy cracking of the pistol 
shots out from the mob-jammed sidewalks, a 
few tall forms in the street rapidly closing to- 
gether, the flash and smoke of volley after 
volley from them andthe rear platoons, then 
the din became hideous with the groaning of 
mangied men, and the yells of rage and fear 
in the wild scramble for escape. 
THE SEQUEL 

has stretched out to-day. Foremost it in- 
cludes the death of seven bomb-slain po- 
lice and the slow recovery of sixty officers 
wounded. The immediate arrest of ali the 
chief malefactors, barring Parsons alone, was 
followed by their prompt arraignment for 
murder June 21, before Judge Joseph E. Gary, 
who oved himself as able ashe is worthy. 
The escape of Schnaubeit, the actual thrower 
ofthe bomb, who was set free before his im- 
portance bad been sus ected, was a blunder 
only equaled by the mistake on the op to 
side when Parsons made his sensational vol- 
untary surrender. 

THE FIRST DAY IN COURT. 

Two months precisely was the length of the 
trial, engrossing from — to day the atten- 
tion of the civilized world. Whatever legal 
talent could do was exhausted by the defense 
under the direction of Capt. lack, while 
State’s-Attorney Grinnell directed [the prose- 
cution with a skill reaching every point. 

Death sentences for all but Neebe, and the 
penitentiary for him; the tour of American 
cities Vy European Socialists, Liebknecht, the 
German pariiamentarian, and Aveling, the 
English scientist, in an attempt to give pres- 
tige to the condemned and gain sympathy for 
them; the effort to make sentimentalism have 
an effect through the ostentatious love- 
making of Spies and Miss Van Zandt and their 
subsequent pro marriage—all these fol 
lowed each otherin rapid succession. Next 
came the introduction of the Anarchists’ cause 
asanis«ue in Chicago politics, resulting in 
the crushing 

DEFEAT OF THE RED FLAG 


Leonard Swett, presenting the defendants 
case to the Supreme Court of Illinois created 
a rew sensation, but bis efforts were no more 
effective than subsequent ones for the ‘‘reds’’ 
by Gen. Butler, Roger Pryor and J. Randolph 
Tucker before the highest court of the nation. 
George Francis Train and his queer exploits 
were in singular contrast with the grave legal 
proceedings and the bitter struggles in the 
trades-unions. 

The splits caused by friends ot the con- 
demned in twoof the greatest brotherhoods 
in the world—Knights of Labor and Turners 
have had far-reaching effects, but the atten-

THE BIG SURPLUS. 

Chairman Nelson Cole of the Committee on 
Contracts and Expenditures presented a re- 
port showing the amount appropria to 
each committee and the amount expended by 
each.
